Report from Naples. 



Naples, Italy, December 6, 1899. 

Sir : I have the honor to report that for the week ended December 6, 
1899, bills of health were issued to the following ships : 

On December 1, to the steamship Kaiser Wilhelm II of the North 
German Lloyd Steamship Company, bound with passengers and cargo 
for New York. There were inspected and passed 73 cabin and 489 
steerage passengers, and 169 pieces of large and 690 pieces of small 
baggage. 

On December 1, to the steamship Neustria of the Fabre Line, bound 
with passengers and cargo for New York. There were inspected and 
passed 442 steerage passengers, and 79 pieces of large and 540 pieces of 
small baggage.
